Sweeping down from thunder­ 
storm s, the twisters ravaged a 
stretch 
of 
countryside

than 175 miles long, starting 
southwest of Lubbock and skip­ 
ping toward the northeast. 
State police reported seven 
persons died as the winds and 
torrential rains struck a retire­ 
ment village called Sherwood 
Shores, on Greenbelt Lake five 
miles north of Garcndon. 
At least six 
other persons 
were killed at scattered points 
along the tornadoes’ path. 
Patrolm en of the Texas De­ 
partm ent of Public Safety r a ­ 
dioed the first details of what 
happened near Clarendon, about 
60 miles southeast of Amarillo. 
Telephone service in that area 
was badly crippled. 
State troopers said 50 persons 
were 
injured

Sherwood 
Shores and up to 160 house trail­ 
ers were destroyed or dam aged 
heavily. 
None of the Sherwood Shores 
dead was identified at once.

And d on’t mak e the mistak e 
of stick ing the paint bru sh into 
a can of something or other 
after the job is finished — and 
leav ing the bru sh there till nex t 
season! A good bru sh d eserv es 
good care. When latex paints 
are

bru shes may 
be 
washed in 
warm 
su d s and 
rinsed 
thorou ghly for 
other 
ty pes, u se a commercial solv ent 
d esigned for the pu rpose. Be 
su re to get all the paint ou t 
of the bristles y ou possibly can 
Bu t d on’t stop there. Wash the 
bru sh in warm su d s. Rinse it 
thorou ghly , and hang it u p to 
d ry . 
Tie a piece of string onto the 
hand le. Let the bristles 
d r y 
natu rally , at room temperatu re 
or ou td oors. When the bru sh is 
d ry , wrap it in foil, or pift it 
into a plastic bag. You ’ll be 
glad y ou took this ex tra trou ­ 
ble. A good paint bru sh can last 
for y ears. 
To k eep latex paint su rfaces 
clean, u se soap or d etergent 
su d s to wipe 
u p d rips 
a nd 
splatters

or a chest, it s not just dust, 
but 
grime 
that 
may have 
become 
imbedded over 
the 
months or years. This can make 
your paint job uneven and the 
results disappointing. 
If you intend to do a real 
thorough-going job, sand the 
surface 
before applying 
new 
paint. But if you’re not that 
particular, at least start with 
a clean surface. Go over the 
piece with soap or detergent 
suds, rinse it with a damp 
sponge or cloth, and let it dry 
thoroughly before you pick up 
a paint brush. There’s no sense 
in putting new paint over a 
dirty surface. 
And don't make the mistake 
of sticking the paint brush into 
a can of something or other 
after the job is finished — and 
leaving the brush there till next 
season! A good brush deserves 
good care. When latex paints 
are 
used, 
brushes may 
be 
washed iii 
warm 
suds and 
rinsed 
thoroughly for 
other 
types, use a commercial solvent 
designed for the purpose. Be 
sure to get all the paint out 
of the bristles you possibly can 
But don’t stop there. Wash the 
brush in warm suds. Rinse it 
thoroughly, and hang it up to 
dry. 
Tie a piece of string onto the 
handle. Let the bristles 
d r y 
naturally, at room temperature 
or outdoors. When the brush is 
dry, wrap it in foil, or put it 
into a plastic bag. You’ll be 
glad you took this extra trou­ 
ble. A good paint brush can last 
for years. 
To keep latex paint surfaces 
clean, use soap or detergent 
suds to wipe 
up drips 
a n d 
splatters 
within 
30 minutes. 
Delay makes it more difficult 
to remove such spots.

THE 
l o n g e r 
m aturity 
soybeans 
planted on 
May 20 
averaged about IO bushels more 
than those planted on June IO. 
T h i s 
yield 
difference 
is 
som ew hat 
larger 
than 
that 
shown by recent research in 
Ohio, 
although it follows the 
sam e trend. 
The d ata shows a significant 
difference between the yields of 
the 
two 
m aturity 
groups 
as 
indicated in the above figure. 
The average yields of the dif­ 
ferent soybean m aturity groups 
were: 
m edium 
m aturity, 38.5 
bushels per acre and the longer 


were correlated with groupings 
of soil types having sim ilar soil 
p r o p e r t i e s , 
a 
significant 
relationship existed. 


The soybean yields are plotted 
on

figure. It was noted that tile 
light colored soils yielded lower 
than the dark colored soils. This 
is the apparent effect of organic 
m atter 
on 
soil 
tem perature, 
w ater 
infiltration 
and 
soil 
crusting. 


The 
medium 
textured 
soils 
yielded less than the fine or 
coarse textured soils. This is 
largely due to the topography 
or slope of the soil and influence 
on 
w ater 
m anagem ent. 
The 
m edium textured soils are the 
m ore sloping topography, and 
tend 
to 
be 
m ore 
drouthy 
because 
of 
w ater 
run-off 
as 
opposed to infiltrating into the 
root zone 
during 
the growing 
season. 
Coarse 
textured 
and 
fine textured soils tend to occur 
on rath e r level topography.

THE soils that are naturally 
well drained or moderately well 
drained yielded low'er because 
of 
the 
lower 
w ater 
holding 
capacity, tending to crust over 
sooner 
thus 
reducing 
w ater 
i n f i l t r a t i o n and reducing 
aeration. 
Use

seed 
was 
correlated 
with 
yield.

While

Americans 
tend 
to 
concentrate their concern over inflation 
on the effect it is having on their own 
pocketbooks, they have much company 
in the sam e boat. 
Throughout Europe major disruptions 
in trade and domestic economies are 
taking place. The cause is identical 
— a price -wage spiral which is out­ 
distancing productivity . 
Rising consumption in many coun­ 
tries has imbalanced the balance of 
pay ments by increasing imports at a 
greater rate than ex ports. Labor unrest
